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The Committee are happy i in reporting, that no accident has happened in the progreſs of 


the works which they have undertaken, (except ſome trifling ſlides from the embankments, 
and thoſe leſs than they could have expected) and that, notwithſtanding the inclemency 
of the ſeaſons in which the works have been executed, (a circumſtance which has 


unavoidably tended not only to retard the execution, but to occaſion a conſiderable ad- 


dition of expence) the Committee have every reaſon to believe that the Canal will be 
complented to Frome below the ſum eſtimated. 
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of the Coal Pits upon the line of Canal are diſcontinued, and that the quantity of Coals, 
which will hereafter be landed, will not be ſufficient to pay the tonnage. on the Canal, as 
9 originally eſtimated, feel great pleaſure at having it in their power compleatly to contradict 
ſuch report; and to aſſure the Subſcribers, and the public, that from their own enquiries, 
1 8 and from the information furniſhed by Mr. BilLINGSLEY, from a particular and accurate wy 
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trade is opened by the diſcovery of conſiderable quantities of valuable Iron Stone, EE 
many parts of the line of Canal, from which very languine hopes of profit to the 
Company are entertained by thoſe converſant with the ſubject, and Who have tried ee 
aſcertained its ſuperior quality. The Committee entertain no doubt but that other valuable 
ſources of trade will preſent themſelves from the various Minerals which are known to 
exiſt! in this part of the line of Canal: but the great proſpect of advantage to be derived : ” 
to the public, as well as to the Subſcribers, (next to that of ſupplying Coals at very 
reduced prices) is the certainty of ſupplying the country with Lime, an article 5 
| eſſentially neceſſary to all, and ſo much wanted for the purpoſes of agriculture in the 
extenſive country through which the Canal paſſes, and which will be ſupplied by the EE 
5 numerous and inexha auſtible Rocks of Lime Stone, which abound in the neighbourhood 
of the Collieries on the line of Canal. 5 
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They think it would i in 8 enter into any detail of the various 


articles which will be carried on the Canal, and of the advantages which will ariſe 
from the various communications, which the Canal will eventually have with the dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom. The Committee have reaſon to believe, that the Canal 

will be compleated to Frome at lateſt by Midſummer 1799, immediately after which 
a very conſiderable and accumulating intereſt will accrue to the Subſcribers, GY 
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Upon the whole, the Committee have full reaſon to believe, that the Concern, when 
compleat, will equal the expectation that has been formed of it; that it will be found 
Productive of great advantages to the Subſcribers; and place this Country on a footing 
equal to other i of the Kingdom, where trade and commerce ſo eminently flouriſh.
